TWO SAVED FROM WRECK 


Lighthouse Light Feil on Them and a 
Boat from the Monmouth Had Them 
Aboard in the Nick of, Time.

ATLANTIC. HIGHLANDS, N: J.;. June 
26.—The fast Jersey Central steamer Mon- 
mouth did not reach her pier at this place 
on her last trip from.New York until 
nearly midnight last night, ‘because she 
had run into the converted power sloop 
Madeline of Port Monmouth while cross- 
ing the West Bank. She hit the vetsel at 
full speed, cutting her bow off and roljing 
her over. The wreck righted for a few 
minutes, and the two middle-aged men 
aboard, Capt. George Boyce, the owner, 
and John Phillips, the engineer, both of 
Port Monmouth, were rescued by a. life- 
boat from the steamer, which then made 
Several attempts to save what was left of 
their vessel, which sank with everything 
aboard. The only thing whieh the men 
Saved was, by an odd coincidence, a book 
of Pilot’s Rules, which Phillips had in his 
hip pocket. 

The Monmouth had delivered in New 
York a fair shipload of returning week- 
enders from the North Jersey Coast 
resorts when she left her\pier at West 
Forty-second Street at 9:20 on Her last 
trip. The night was slightly hasy and 
the sea ‘somewhat lumpy, when at 10:09, 
just as she made'the West Bank light and 
shaped her course to starboard for the 
southwest Spit by the Chapel Hill Range 
Lights, her bow lookout shouted, ** Motor 
boat ahead. No lights!"’ Simultaneously 
terrified screams arose directly under the 
flier's razor prow, and almost instantly 
followed by the crash of the collision. 

Four bells and a jingle rang out, “‘ Full 
speed astern'’’ in the engine room, but 
the Monmouth ran more than a quarter 
of a mile before the combined power of 
her twin screw engines brought her to a 
standstill.

THE MYSTERY OF STONEHENGE. 

The announcement that in far-off 
Grecian Libya Prof. RicHarp NorToNn 
of Harvard, the brilliant son of 
CHARLES ELI0oT Norton, has found out 
something new about Britain’s Stone- 
henge in the gigantic monoliths and 
three-stone. structures of Cyrenaica, 
will have the attention of all who have 
viewed that mysterious heathen shrine. 

A shrine ft is, but of burial, not of 
human sacfifice. In Cyrene there were 
no Druids with horrid rites, Beneath 
the Libyan tablestones, shaped in the 
pattern of Stonehenge, Prof. NorTon 
has found tombs, a gloomy necropolis 
which his party explored, of which the 
tremendous monoliths are the land- 
mark. Droporus Sicutvs was not more 
mistaken when he described to the con- 
temporaneous Roman world the temple 
at Stonehenge as dedicated to Apollo 
than later archaeologists, who thought 
the barbarous priests of ancient Britain 
immolated their victims upon its 
“altar stone.” An earlier priesthood 
than the Druids, not Ceitic, inspired its 
rude but imposing architecture. But 
who brought those vast stones there, 
and by what engines? Can Prof. 
NORTON tell? .

THE LEGISLATURE OF 1911. 

The record of the New York State 
Legislature of 1911, set forth clearly by 
the Albany correspondent of Tus Times 
last Sunday, has been lamentably bar- 
ren of results, yet the session has been 
the longest, except one, in the history 
of the State. Inefficiency. among the 
leaders of the majority, combined with 
stupidly near-sighted submission to the 
rule of the boss of Tammany Hall, has 
served to weaken the chances of success 
of the Democratic Party in New York 
in 1912. .It is scarcely conceivable that 
the voters of the State will be willing 
further to trust its government to men 
whose ineptitude and lack of indepen- 
dence and conviction have been s80 
shamefully exhibited. Tum Times cor- 
respondent can name but one Chairman 
of a committee in the Senate, Mr. 
Barnz of Richmond, who is a capable 
legislator, fit for the task assigned him, 
and not wholly subservient to Tam- 
many dictation, and he has been fre- 
quently voted down. Senator Timorny 
D. Sutttvawn fairly shines by compari- 
son with most of his associates in the 
matter of legislative ability. Senator 
Tuomas F. Granpy,.for whom Tup TIMEs 
can scarcely be accused of having ten- 
der regard, seems, in his position of 
comparative obscurity, a veritable 
Solog. Mr. Gravy is assuredly a com- 
petent legislator, and Mr. SuLLIVAN can 
speak briefly and to the point. He has 
also, in the present session, fathered 
one or two of the few good bills intro- 
duced. For the rest, the rule of the 
Senate has been hopelessly inefficient, 
while conditions in the Assembly are 
not’ much better. Our correspondent 
thus describes the situation in the up- 
per house:

THE WIDOW OF PLON-PLON, 

Perhaps it was not the greatést claim 
to distinction of Princess CLOTHILp, 
daughter of that King Victron DMMAN- 
uEsL who united Italy, that she was the 
widow of Plon-Plon, Bmperor Naro- 
LEON IIL‘s versatile cousin. Yet the 
death of this good woman, who had 
lived in retirement from the world in 
her widowhood of twenty. years, in- 
évitably .. recalls the gay Bonaparte 
radical, the César déclassé of the fifties, 
the Prince of the Mountain, who be- 
came as stanch an imperialist as any 
of them in the Second Empire. Plon- 
Pion was the Bonaparte who most 
closely resembled his great uncle in 
feature, but he was much unlike him 
in character and accomplishment. Con- 
spicuous in the world’s eye from his 
young manhood until after the Crimean 
War, he was not a personage of weight 
in Buropean politics after his marriage 
in 1859. Im the Franco-Prussian war 
he went to Italy to intercede in behalf 
of France and accomplished nothing. 
As “logical successor” to the imperial 
throne, he was little more than a joke, 
In his. later years little or no account 
was taken of him. 

But in his best days Prince Naronzon 
was something of a force in interna- 
tional politics, an arbiter of fashions, 
and a patron of the arts, especially the 
musical and dramatio art. Princess 
GuoTHiItps shared few of his enthu- 
siasms. Her piety and modesty kept 
her apart from the gayeties of Paris in 
the era of opéra bouffe. She was a 
mere child when she was married, and, 
dying at the age of 68, she had lived to 
see the development of @ generation to 
whom the name and fame of Plon-Pilon 
seemed ancient history, qualified with 
legend. 


WASHING THE GOWANUS. 

The filth of Gowanus having become 
unendurable the city has spent a mill- 
fon of dollars to transport it elsewhere. 
Gowanus is to be congratulated, but 
what is to be said about this sort of 
city housekeeping? What claim hag 
Gowanus to cleanse itself by defiling a 
larger neighborhood? The place se- 
lected is opposite the spot where it is 
proposed to discharge the sewage of 
the Passaic Valley. New York thought 
that such an outrage upon good neigh- 
borhood that a lawsuit was brought to 
prevent it, and now we are doing the 
same thing ourselves. And those ag- 
grieved by the infliction of others’ dirt 
upon themselves have made formal 
complaint.against this publia work. 

It seems to be argued in New York 
as in New Jersey that it is impossible 
to defile tidal waters. That notion has 
become unfashionable among sanitari« 
ans. It was upon reputable sanitarian 
advice that the Passaic Sewer was 
planned, and within a month the ad- 
vice has been recalled, with the recom- 
mendation that sewage should be 
cleansed, not drained upon neighbors. 
Our own Metropolitan Sewerage Com- 
mission has ascertained that the water 
of the upper harbor is actually fouler 
than the water of the Hudson River 
where it receives the sewage of the 
city. The bacteria in the bay are more 
than twice as numerous as in the river. 
The oxygen in the bay is 67 per cent. 
of norma), and in the river 72 per cent. 
Yet it is to the harbor that it is pro- 
posed to givert the sewage of the Go- 
wanus and the Passaic. 

It used to be argued that the out- 
going tide took away these impurities 
to the ocean spaces, where Nature. did 
its work. But it has been established 
that the tides are so foul that they 
merely wash the filth. backward and 
forward. The harbor has become 4 
Cesspool instead of s disposal plant. 
‘And, In spite of all, the complaint is 
already heard that Gowanus Canal has 
not been greatly improved.

What better and more serious 
service could the army of Boy Scouts 
engage in than that of spreading, by 
its own example; the propaganda of im- 
munization against typhoid fever? 
They are already enlisted in the “ swat- 
the-typhold-fly” campaign, and that, 
of course, should go on.

The» man 
whom it was probably intended to frighten 
into buying safety declares that he has 
recelved no threatening letters, but this 
Statement, while possibly true, carries no 
conviction, since it has almost invariably 
been made by the victims of other such 
attacks, and many of them have after- 
ward admitted that they denied simply 
from fear that worse would befall them 
if they had any communication with the 
police. 

If these latest dynamiters are caught 
the secret spies will have justified their 
existence, but if not, some other plan 
will have to be tried, for these outrages 
are intolerable. It might be effective to 
offer rather large rewards for the be- 
trayal of the blackmailing gangs. The 
identity of their membérs must be known 
to many who (derive little or no profit 
from their operations, and thése minor 
conspirators or accomplices would not all 
be likely to resist the temptation to make 
money by giving them up if the sms 
offered were large enough to balance. the 
incidental danger.
